Matson (Suz). 


Finland’s Tommi Ahvala (Apr) won 
round 10 of the World Championship 
Observed Trials Series in Helsinki, 
Finland, August 25. Italian Diego 
Bosis (Fan) finished second and 
Frenchman Bruno Camozzi (Fan) 
was third. Defending World Cham- 
pion Jordi Tarres (Bet), who fin- 
ished fourth, leads Bosis in the point 
standings, 175-155, while Ahvala’s win 
moved him to third with 147 points. 


Ryan Young (Apr) won round nine 
of the National Championship 
Observed Trials Series in Wrentham, 
Massachusetts, on September 7, then 
topped the field again at the final 
round of the series held the next day 
in Exeter, Rhode Island. The Rhode 
Island win not only gave Young the 
National title, but it also put him atop 
the all-time National Trials win list 
with 28 victories. Marland Whaley 
previously held the mark with 27 wins. 
Tom Farr (Hon) was the runner-up 
and Jeff Aaron (Apr) finished third 
in Massachusetts, while Aaron fin- 
ished second ahead of Ron Commo 
(Bet) in Rhode Island. In the final 
‘standings, Aaron was also the runner- 
up to National Champion Young, 
while Mark Manniko (Fan) finished 
third in the final standings over 
Commo. 


Larry Pegram (Hon) led runner-up 
Terry Poovey (H-D) and third place 
finisher Dave Camlin (H-D) across 
the finish line in the Expert main event 
at the I-96 Speedway round of the AMA 
National Championship 600cc Dirt 
Track Series round at Lake Odessa, 





Michigan, September 7. The win 
moved Pegram to within 13 points of 
series leader and defending champ 
Chris Carr, 90-77, with just one 
round remaining in the series. Carr did 
not compete at Lake Odessa. Wink 
Frietas (W-R) of Newman, Califor- 
nia, won the final round of the AMA 
Junior National Series. The win was 
the seventh in the 12 round series for 
the former Expert class rider who 
clinched the Junior title earlier in the 
season. James Hart (W-R) finished 
second, with Dale Jenneman Sr. (H- 
D) third. 


Tim Frazier (BSA), who had won all 
four rounds of the AMA National 
Championship Hillclimb Series head- 
ing into the fifth round at Middlebury, 
Indiana, on September 8, kept his win 
streak intact by topping the 540cc class 
at the Iron Horsemen M.C.-promoted 
event. Paul Pinsonnault (Hon) 
finished second and Scott Everett 
(Tri) third in the 540cc class. Jeff 
Yoder (H-D) scored his second win 
of the season in the 800cc class, and 
that coupled with a pair of fourth place 
finishes has him on top of the point 
standings by 10 points over Tom 
Chatterton (H-D), 54-44. Chatterton 
was second on the day at Middlebury, 
while Lou D. Gerencer (H-D) was 
third. 


Ricky Graham (Hon) won the 
Expert final at the August 31 Spring- 
field Regional Championship Mile at 
the Illinois State Fairgrounds. Danny 
Koelsch (H-D) won the Junior main, 
and Ty Howard (W-R) was the 
winner in the Pro-Am final. 


Michael Craig (Kaw) topped fellow 
Californian Doug Dubach (Yam) 
and Holland’s Pedro Tragter (Suz) 
in round two of the World Champion- 
ship Rodil Supercross Series in 
Gothenburg, Sweden, September 6.

Rainey wraps up second straight World title 


wrapped up his second straight 500cc World 

Road Racing Championship with a work- 
manlike performance Sunday, September 8, in Le 
Mans, France. 

Needing only a third-place finish in the season’s 
next-to-last Grand Prix, Marlboro Roberts 
Yamaha's Rainey was content to circulate in third 
while Texan Kevin Schwantz battled for the win 
with Australian title contender Michael Doohan. 

Rothmans Honda’s Doohan needed a win, 
coupled with Rainey finishing fourth or worse, 
to carry the points championship to the final event 
on September 20:in Malaysia. But Schwantz 
guided his Lucky Strike Suzuki to a hard-fought 
victory over Doohan with Rainey a comfortable 
third. 

Rainey’s teammate John Kocinski finished fourth after earning his first-eve 
500cc pole position on Saturday. Rothmans Honda’s Wayne Gardner rounded| 
out the top five finishers with Californian Doug Chandler finishing seventh on 
the Roberts Yamaha. Cagiva’s Eddie Lawson missed the French race after 
dislocating a shoulder and breaking a bone in his thumb during practice at Le 
Mans. 

After 14 of 15 events in the 500cc World Championship, Rainey has 233 points| 
to Doohan’s 224. Under a new points system counting each rider’s best 13 scores, 
Doohan stands no hope of catching Rainey. 

Rainey wasn’t the only champion crowned in France as both Italian Luca 
Cadalora and Brit Steve Webster wrapped up World Championships in the 250cc 
and Sidecar classes, respectively. 

Cadalora and his Rothmans Honda finished third behind HB Honda's Helmut 
Bradl and Repsol Honda's Carlos Cardus, but it was enough to give him his 
first 250cc crown. Webster also finished third, behind Rolf Biland and Alain Michel 
to earn his championship. 

Sunday's race in France replaced the canceled Brazilian Grand Prix on the ЕТМ 
road race calendar. 

Rainey, Schwantz and Doohan have thoroughly dominated the 1991 season, 
winning all 14 events to date. Rainey leads in the win column with six, followed 
by Schwantz with five and Doohan with three. The only rider outside the lead| 
trio to finish as high as second in 1991 has been Kocinski, a two-time bridesmaid 
in his first full season on 500cc equipment. 

Rainey shifted his career to the European-based Grand Prix circuit after winning, 
AMA. National Superbike crowns in 1983 and 1987. And his climb to the top| 
in international road racing has been steady and often spectacular. 

He won his first Grand Prix in 1988 and finished third in the championship 
standings. In 1989, he was runner-up to fellow Californian Eddie Lawson in the 
title chase and won three times. Seven wins carried him to the 1990 championship. 
And he can equal that impressive seven-win season if he manages to win the 
upcoming Malaysian Grand Prix. 

Since Kenny Roberts broke the ice in 1978, Americans have captured 11 500cc 
World Championships in 14 years. 

Five Americans rank among the world's top 10 after Sunday's Grand Prix at 
Le Mans: Rainey (first), Schwantz (third), Kocinski (fifth), Lawson (sixth) and 
Grand Prix rookie Doug Chandler of Salinas, California (ninth).

Motocross des Nations teams complete 


record 25 teams have entered the September 15 Motocross des Nations in 
A Valkenswaard, Holland. 

The Roger DeCoster-managed American team will be going for its llth 
consecutive title in the World Team Championship competition, represented by 
Jeff Stanton in the 500cc class, Damon Bradshaw on the 250 and Mike Kiedrowski 
in the 125cc class. 

Camel Supercross and 250cc National Champion Jean-Michel Bayle appeared 
on the entry list in France’s 500cc class slot, although Bayle said he wouldn’t 
ride the event at the September 1 Washougal 125/500cc National. The French 
team will consist of Olivier Perrin (500), Yann Guedard (250) and Frederic Bolley 
(125). 

The Dutch home team will field Gert-Jan Van Doorn (500), Edwin Evertsen 
(250) and Pedro Tragter (125). Team manager Gerrit Wolsink explained that he 
rejected Dave Strijbos as a choice for the 250cc class because he felt that Evertsen 
would be more committed to the team. 

The Belgian trio has been confirmed as Dirk Geukens (500), Marnicq Bervoets 
(250) and 125cc World Champion Stefan Everts, the same three riders who lost 
to the Americans by one point at last year's event in Sweden. 

England has nominated David Thorpe (500), Rob Herring (250) and Craig Pratley 
(125), although the final lineup won't be chosen until a few days before the event 
since teenagers Paul Malin and James Dobb could be drafted onto the squad. 
The Swedish team of Marcus Hansson (500), Peter Johansson (250). and Joakim 
Karlsson could also undergo a last-minute change as Stefan Larsson may grab 
the 500cc class berth pending the outcome of the Swedish National Championship. 

Each country's federation was given an August 16 deadline to file entries, and 
AMA. Professional Motocross/Dirt Track Manager Roy Janson plans to question 
the FIM on the legality of nations making such last-minute changes. 

All other European countries have named their best riders for the event. Michele 
Fanton (500), Alessandro Puzar (250) and Andrea Bartolini (125) will represent 
Italy, Roland Diepold (500), Dietmar Lacher (250) and Peter Beirer (125) are entered 
for Germany, while Finland will send Kurt Ljungqvist (500), Pekka Vehkonen 
(250) and Arto Panttila (125). 

Also sending teams are Australia, who will host the 1993 Motocross des Nations, 
New Zealand and Japan, while South Africa will compete for the first time ever 
after being excluded for several years. The Russian team will consist of riders 
from Latvia, Ukraine and Estonia, states which recently declared independence 
from the Soviet Union.

Competing for six grueling days (September 1-7) over rugged Czechoslovakian 
errain, America’s four-rider Junior Trophy Team scored a comfortable victory 
over runner-up Holland and the third-place team from Poland. 

ISDE riders must complete difficult off-road routes on each day of the competition 
ithin a rigorous time schedule, and are assessed penalty points for being late.

The ISDE Junior Trophy is the second-highest National award in the famed 
event, which originated in 1913. The premier team award of the event, the World 
rophy, was captured by Sweden, with Germany and France ranked second and 
third. The U.S. World Trophy team placed seventh in that phase of the competition. 
America's victorious Junior Trophy team included Steve Hatch of Ithaca, New 
ork, on a 250cc Suzuki; Jimmy Lewis of Somis, California, on a 125cc KTM; 
David Rhoades of Kent, Washington, on a 350cc four-stroke class Husaberg; and 
hris Smith of Stanhope, New Jersey, aboard a 250cc KTM. 

Hatch. had the top individual score among 31 American participants in the 
1991 ISDE and placed 16th in the 250cc class. His teammate Lewis placed 10th 
among 125cc class riders. Meanwhile, Rhodes ranked llth among under-500cc 
our-stroke class riders; and Smith placed 56th in the 250cc class.

Shortly after the ban was 
imposed, the AMA sought an injunc- 
tion in Plymouth Superior Court to 
get the ordinance overturned., How- 
ever, the court ruled in favor of the 
city. That prompted the AMA to 
appeal the decision to the state Appeals 
Court, which, after a long delay, 
certified the lower court’s ruling. The 
AMA plans to continue its battle 
against this discriminatory law. “After 
reviewing the options open to us,” said 
AMA. Vice President of Government 
Relations Rob Rasor, “we have elected 
to pursue further judicial review of our 
lawsuit. We are hopeful that the 
shoddy reasoning used to justify this 
latest decision will cause the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Judicial Court to 
reject it.”

Russell wins his third, 
Spencer second in Kansas

TOPEKA, KS, SEPT. 8 

iguel DuHamel left Heartland 
МЕ Topeka with the consola- 

tion of knowing he was the 
fastest man on the race track; Thomas 
Stevens left the Kansas facility feeling 
ill but with his point lead intact; and 
Scott Russell left the track with a win, 
the lion’s share of the $25,000 Super- 


- bike purse that came with it and his 


championship hopes rekindled. 


But the biggest winner may have ; 


been Freddie Spencer. The three-time 
World Champion departed Kansas 
with his head held high as he finished 
second for his first rostrum finish since 
he won the 500cc Swedish GP in 
August of 1985. Spencer had earlier 
proved that he could cut a fast lap, 
and at Mid-Ohio he showed that he 
could go the distance when he finished 


fifth. On Sunday, the Two Brothers 
Racing-backed rider showed that he 
was ready to do battle and he left an 
impression on all who watched him 
as he slid the Honda RC30 around the 
2.5-mile race track, locking the rear 
wheel under braking and sliding the 
bike into the corners before grabbing 
a handful of throttle on the exit. 

“When Freddie got by me — I was 
in shock for a lap or two,” said Tom 
Kipp, an eyewitness to Spencer’s 
cornering techniques. “I couldn’t get 
over how he was riding. I was amazed. 
Every turn there was smoke and black 
marks, but he was so smooth. I was 
so impressed I lost concentration and 
crashed.” 

Kipp was running third, behind 
Russell and Spencer, when he high- 





sided his Wiseco Yamaha, sending him 
end over end and leaving him with a 
badly bruised right foot. 

` For Russell, the Superbike win was 
the Muzzy Kawasaki rider’s third of the 
year, and he did it in impressive 
fashion, topping Spencer by over 16 
seconds after slowing the pace near the 
finish. 

Stevens, meanwhile, finished fourth 
after battling a head cold and the 
pressure of leading the championship. 
The Vance & Hines Yamaha teamster 
ran off the track while running second 
behind Russell on the llth lap, 
regained his composure to finish 
fourth, and maintained his champion- 
ship points lead over Russell, 93-84, 
with two rounds remaining. 

And DuHamel? Well, the Common- 
wealth Honda-mounted French Can- 
adian proved once again that he was 
the fastest man on the track at Hear- 
tland Park Topeka, but the defending 
race champion crashed after running 
into a lapped rider on the ninth Jap 
after opening up a small gap on 
Russell. His championship hopes 
appear to be all but dashed as he trails 
Stevens by 22 points and Russell by 
13. 

Steve Crevier added to what was Two 
Brothers Racing's finest day of racing 
with his third place finish behind his 
teammate Spencer. It was the Cana- 
dian’s first-ever visit to the winner’s 
circle at an AMA Superbike National. 

Fourth went to Stevens with Can- 
"adian Pascal Picotte rounding out the 
top five finishers on his Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati. Vance & Hines' Jamie 
James salvaged a sixth-place finish 
after fighting back through the pack 
following an early off-track excursion; 
Dale Quarterley finished seventh on 
the The Boys-backed Honda RC30 and 
Mike Smith came off the disabled list 
to finish eighth on the Yoshimura 
Suzuki. Red Line Oil-backed, Honda 
RC30-mounted Joe Brett Williams and 
Gold Hill Racing's John Hopperstad 
filled the top 10. 

Russell averaged 82.485 mph in 
winning the 60-mile race in front of 
an estimated 12,000 fans on a windy, 
yet sunny, Kansas day, earning $4600 
for his efforts. 

The sun came as somewhat of a 
surprise after Saturday's final qualify- 
ing session was washed out as torren- 








tial downpours swept through the 
plains of Kansas. Sunday morning 
wasn't much better as dark clouds 
hovered above the facility, but by race 
time, the clouds had given way to 
brilliant sunshine and high winds. 

When the 32-bike field streaked 
around the track for the first time they 
were led by Russell, who was trying 
to make a run from DuHamel, Stevens, 
Kipp, Quarterley, Tommy Lynch, 
Jamie James and Pascal Picotte. 
Spencer was 12th. : 

While the Muzzy team had one rider 
at the front, their second rider, Jacques 
Guenette, Jr., pitted at the end of the 
first lap with an ill-running ZX7. He 
rejoined the race for another lap, but 
then called it quits for the day when 
the problem couldn't be diagnosed. 

James was seventh after running off 
the track in the second chicane on the 
V&H Yamaha, before slipping even 
further back after nearly running off 
again. 

"The brakes weren't bedded in," 
James said. “1 saw:smoke coming off 
the rotors and I knew I wasn't going 
to make it. I went straight and let 
everyone go by. Then I got to turn one 
and the same thing happened. It took 
three laps before they came in right." 

Mad Dog's Mike Harth was next to 
go with a blown motor on his Yamaha 
FZR750 with Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Tommy Lynch following suit on the 
fourth lap with a broken rear shock. 
Commonwealth Honda’s Rich Arna- 
iz's poor luck continued as his RC30 
blew up on the third lap; V&H Yama- 
ha’s Larry Schwarzbach had a similar 
fate on the same lap with fifth fastest 
qualifier Jimmy Adamo also suffering 
bad luck as he was forced to pit a sick 
Ducati on lap seven. 

Up front, Russell continued to hold 
the lead with DuHamel now breathing 
down his neck. Those two led Stevens 
by almost six seconds after the first four 
laps and their battle seemed destined 
to go the distance. 

On the sixth lap, though, DuHamel 
clicked off a one-minute, 46.92-second 
lap and with it took over the lead. He 
started to pull clear and on the eighth 
lap turned the quickest lap of the race, 
a 1:46.63, to lead Russell by 1.81 
seconds. On the ninth lap, though, 
DuHamel made a decision he would 
later regret when he dove under a 
lapped rider and crashed. 

“It was going to be a nice tight pass, 
but he came back inside for no reason,” 
a desolate DuHamel explained later. 
“His elbow must have hit my front 
brake. I’m really disappointed, to say 
it politely. I was the fastest guy out 
there — I was just riding my pace. I 
just can’t believe what happened. It’s 
(the championship) not over until it’s 
over, but I think it’s over. Some of these 
guys should go to racing school. It’s 
the same in qualifying; they make four 
or five corners out of one turn." 

Russell took his inheritance from 
DuHamel and ran with it, building a 
lead of nearly 21 seconds over Stevens, 
who was about to have troubles of his 
own. On the 12th lap, the Floridian 
ran off the track in the same spot his 
teammate James had tried earlier. 

“They (DuHamel and Russell) were 
going at it hard — harder than I could 
go today,” Stevens said. “I was settling 
for third. When I saw Miguel had 
fallen, I just tired right out. The cold 
just killed me; it sucked the life right 
out of me and I ran off in the chicane. 
I went up on the curb and into the 
gravel pit. It was either slow down and 
fall or give it some stick and go right 
through it. This wasn't my weekend. 
My cold got the best of me, but we're 
still winning the championship." . 

Suddenly, Kipp was second, ahead 
of a battle between Picotte's Ducati and

ommonwealth Honda’s Miguel DuHamel

DuHamel, who won his first AMA National 

here last year, placed his Honda RC30 on pole 


with a new qualifying lap record of one-minute, 
45.743-seconds (85.112 mph) in the second of three 
timed sessions, and then went out and tested the 
2.5-mile, puddle-riddled track in the washed out 
final session. It was the French Canadian's first- 
ever AMA Superbike pole position, and it was 
.2-of-a-second faster than Doug Chandler's pole- 
winning time of a year ago. 

Nearly a second behind was Muzzy Kawasaki's three-time pole sitter Scott Russell. 
The Georgian clocked a 1:46.535 lap on his ZXR750, narrowly topping three- 
time World Champion Freddie Spencer's 1:46.813 time on the Two Brothers Racing 
RC30. Championship leader Thomas Stevens and his Vance & Hines Yamaha 
OWO! filled the front row with a 1:47.210 lap. 

Behind those four came a tightly-knit group of six riders separated from fifth 
to 10th by only a second. Surprisingly, Jimmy Adamo and his Gia Ca Moto 
Ducati led the group, thanks in part to a new exhaust system similar to that 
debuted by Doug Polen at the Brainerd round of the World Superbike Series. 
While Polen's system came direct from the Ducati factory, Adamo had his made 
using photos of Polen's that he had taken at Brainerd. 

"It's not exactly the same, but it's very, very close," Adamo said. 

Adamo was followed by Muzzy Kawasaki's Jacques Guenette, Jr., Wiseco 
Yamaha's Tom Kipp, The Boys-backed RC30 of Dale Quarterley and Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati's Pascal Picotte. 

DuHamel was comfortable with his pace, but was hoping for a dry race after 
sampling the saturated race track. : 

“There’s a lot of standing puddles ош there,” he said. And it's really slippery 
coming on to the drag strip. I think it would be a pretty hard race in the wet; 
it would take a lot of concentration. : 

“We had chattering problems yesterday and we made some changes and now 
it's spot on. I think I could have gone a couple of tenths faster 3f it was dry 


in the last session and someone had gone quicker. We've been up there all year 


and we'll be up there in the race." 

Russell, too, was confident “I’m sure I could have gone faster than that in 
the last session," he said. "I had the tire I liked on right when I went out. I 
did a 46.5 and then came in and tried two others that didn't work. We went 
backwards instead of forward. The tire Miguel had on is the race tire we'll probably 
use. I haven't done that many laps on that опе.” 

With the championship lying in the balance, Russell was succinct as to where 
he needed to finish in the National: “I have to win this one; I can't finish second.” 
` The man in the championship catbird seat, meanwhile, was Stevens. But his 
qualifying sessions didn't go smoothly. In fact, his mechanic Jim Leonard changed 
motors three times during the course of qualifying in an effort to find the right 
combination; the team ended up using the same motor that they'd won Mid- 
Ohio with. 

“Naturally, I want to be going better than I ат,” said Stevens, who was suffering 
from a head cold. “But the way I look at it, I qualified fourth at Mid-Ohio. 
So much can happen during a race. I think we'll be okay. The gearbox is our 
main problem; first gear corners are really hurting us. I need a longer first; right 
now, I can't carry any cornering speed with it." The team's solution was to use 
second gear in the three first-gear corners.

the two RC30s of Crevier and Spencer. 
Stevens was back in sixth, ahead of 
Quarterley and James. 

On the 13th lap, Spencer moved past 
both Picotte and his teammate Crevier, 
and a lap later he was by Kipp and 
into second place, clicking off a 1:48.29 
in the process. 

Kipp's demise came two laps later 
as he was highsided from his Yamaha, 
giving Crevier a third place that would 
hold to the finish. 

“I did a handstand and almost saved 
it" Kipp said, with icepacks on his 
right foot. “It kicked me up over the 
bars. I banged my feet really hard." 

Picotte, meanwhile, suddenly had 
his hands full with Stevens, and on 
the 17th go-around the championship 
leader moved past the Canadian and 
into fourth place. A few laps later, 
James got the better of Quarterley; 
Smith, who is recuperating from a 
broken wrist, was a lonely eighth (“I’m 
just happy to be racing again"); and 
Williams got the better of Hopperstad 
and Christian Gardner to round out 
the top 10. 

"Pm happy to finish second," 
Spencer told the crowd. “Td like to 
thank Two Brothers and all the people 
who have supported me. I knew it 
would be a long race and I worked 
around the problems. I'm glad to be 
on the podium — it's been a long 
time." 

Spencer said later that his problems 
may have included what tuner Mike 
Valasco thought were bent valve 
springs, narrowing the power band 
somewhat and causing Spencer to use 
the locked-up-rear-brake riding 
method: “I had to do what I had to 
do," Spencer said with а smile. 

"It was going to be hard," Russell 
admitted in regard to beating 
DuHamel. “I wasn't going to give up. 
I would have crashed trying. He was 
riding good, and I was too. I didn't 
have many problems, except my helmet

Filice takes charge as others crash

TOPEKA, KS, SEPT. 8 
hat could have been a brilliant 
Wz race turned sour when two 
of the top three riders crashed out 
on consecutive laps at Heartland Park 
Topeka, and it got worse with some 
post-race finger pointing. But the fans’ 
loss of a race-long battle was Jimmy 
Filice’s gain as the LA Motor Works- 
backed rider stormed to his second 
straight win and the lead in the 
championship point standings. 
Second place, some 10 seconds 
behind Filice, went to Canadian Jon 
Cornwell, similarly mounted on a 
Yamaha TZ250 and back from a recent 
GP racing trek in Europe. Rick Kirk 
put his Yamaha TZ250 into the 
winner’s circle with a third place 
finish, giving tire manufacturer Brid- 
gestone its first top three finish in a 





class that has been dominated of late 
by Dunlop. 

And what of the championship leader 
heading into the Kansas round of the 
series, Nick Ienatsch? Well, the southern 
Californian made the first mistake of an 
otherwise impressive rookie season of 
AMA 250cc Grand Prix racing. While 
lying third early in the race, Ienatsch 
crashed while trying to keep pace with 
Filice and Chris D’Aluisio, and in the 
process handed the points lead he’s held 
all season to Filice. 

So where was D’Aluisio when all 
was said and done? The New Eng- 
lander, too, was a crash victim, and 
his get-off sparked the finger pointing 
that took place after the race. His crash 
occurred on the seventh lap as he raced 
with Filice for the lead. With Filice 














on the outside, D'Aluisio on the inside, 
the two touched-and went off the track 
with the New Englander crashing and 
the Californian carrying on. 

D'Aluisio was upset, claiming that 
Filice had taken him out: “I didn't 
budge," he said. “Апа all of a sudden 
I'm stood up and going straight off 
the track. It just stood me up, I didn’t 
lose the front. I could understand that 
move on the last lap, but . . ." 

Filice, naturally, had a different view 
of the incident: “I was on the outside, 
so I don’t know how I could take him 
out. I couldn’t pass him on the 
straight, so I tried to intimidate him 
by going on the outside. His lever hit 
me in the leathers, I picked up and 
ran off the track. I’m sorry about the 
whole deal, but I’ve dirt tracked a long 
time and if you want to take somebody 
out, you don’t do it on the outside." 

It didn’t really matter who was right, 
the damage was done. D’Aluisio’s bike 
was destroyed: “The bike is no longer,” 
D'Aluisio said. “Maybe we'll be able 
to save the engine." 

The championship now appears as 
though it will come down to Filice vs. 
Ienatsch. Filice leads 79-75 with two 
rounds remaining. D'Aluisio is third 
with 64 points. 

At the start of the 20-lap affair it was 
Filice and D'Aluisio out front with 
Ienatsch in tow. Donnie Greene was 
fourth on the Dianetics-backed 
Yamaha, ahead of Kirk on the 
Bridgestone-shod Yamaha and Corn- 
well on his JJ Barnicke-backed TZ. 

Al Salaverria, meanwhile, was way 
back on the ultra-trick Aprilia AP1 V- 
twin: “We went backwards on carbure- 
tion," he said. “The wind really 
screwed us up and it would only rev 
to 10,500. It completely died on the 
second lap and I didn't think it was 
going to finish. It just wouldn't 
carburate and it's usually like a truck." 
The Californian would soldier on to 
finish 11th. 

With Ienatsch departing on the 
seventh lap and D'Aluisio doing 
likewise a lap later, the race belonged 
to Filice. He led Kirk by 5.4 seconds 





on the ninth lap, 7.02 on the 11th lap 
and eventually would stretch the 
margin of victory to 10.040 seconds 
over Cornwell, who displaced Kirk on 
the llth lap after sorting out his 
gearing problems. 

"It took me five laps just to figure 
out what gear to be in and where," 
Cornwell said. “The gearbox broke 
this morning and we didn't have the 
right parts to fix it." 

Behind Kirk in fourth place came 
Greene, who raced early on with Walker 
before the Colorado resident lost his 
brakes. Rick Tripudi then inherited 
fifth, which he would hold to the end. 

“They all started falling and I just 
kept mine up," Kirk said. “It starts 
playing on your mind when you see 
guys crashing. The Bridgestones are 
just developmental at this point, but 
they worked well.” €N

| AMA/CCS 600 and 750cc Supersport Series: Round 7 ROAD RACE 
DuHamel flawless in Kansas 600

TOPEKA, KS, SEPT. 8 
ommonwealth Racing’s Miguel 
C DuHamel rode such a masterful 
race at Heartland Park Topeka 
that he made a normally exciting class 
of racing rather dull. 

Leading from start to finish, the 
French Canadian and his Honda 
CBR600 F2 blasted away from the pack 
to win by an unheard of margin of 
18.491 seconds. DuHamel averaged 
79.573 mph in completing the 14 laps 
of the 2.5-mile race track in 26 minutes, 
23.449 seconds. 

A distant second place went to Two 
Brothers Racing’s Steve Crevier on a 
similar Honda CBR600 F2 ahead of 
the Yamaha FZR600 of Vance & Hines- 
backed Larry Schwarzbach. ‘Atlantic 
Motorsports Group’s Tom Kipp and 
self-sponsored Jeff Farmer rounded 
out the top five finishers. 

DuHamel's victory, his sixth of the 
season, gives him a nearly insurmoun- 
table points lead over Kipp, 120-86, 
with two rounds and 40 points still 
up for grabs. 

In the Top Expert point standings 
— for first-year AMA Pro license 
holders and AMA/CCS Expert license 
holders — Tripp Nobles held on to 
his lead with a seventh place finish, 
one position behind John Choate, who 
moved up from sixth place in the point 
standings with his sixth place finish. 
Choate, incidently, was riding Rich 
Arnaiz’s vacated Commonwealth 
Honda CBR600 F2 in a one-off oppor- 
tunity he was given by team owner 
Martin Adams. Nobles leads Choate, 
104-75. 

Fast heat race winner DuHamel 
blitzed off the start for the 14-lap race 
and never looked back. He led by 6.4 
seconds at the six-lap mark and 
stretched to over 18 seconds at the 
finish. 

“They (his crew) gave me a plus 5 
or plus 7 (on his pit board) and I 
thought ‘really?’ " DuHamel said. “I 
just kept a good pace. You never know 
— that time can go away.” 

Crevier’s race was also rather 
uneventful, at least after some fairing 
bashing with early second place man 
Schwarzbach. Crevier got by the Texan 
on the fourth lap and was never headed 
as he tried in vain to run down 
DuHamel. 

Schwarzbach finished a lonely third 
after being disposed of by Crevier and 
the only real race came behind him. 
Two Brothers Racing’s Takanobu 
Koyama was the first man to hold 
down fourth place, but he was soon 
dislodged from the postion by Kipp. 
Shortly thereafter, Koyama tossed his 
CBR600 away in the final corner. He 
remounted, crashed again the follow- 
ing lap and then got going again to 
finish 13th. 

The crowd’s attention then turned 
to the battle for fifth between Choate, 
Farmer, Nobles and Doug Carmichael. 
Eventually Choate and Farmer cleared 
away from the other two with Farmer 
getting the nod at the finish line. 

“I didn’t have much mid-range,” 
Crevier said. “I couldn’t get off the 
corners. I hit Larry (Schwarzbach) 
twice — maybe he was helping Miguel 
(DuHamel)." 

Schwarzbach concurred: “Мауђе I was 
holding him up a bit. I was trymg my 
darndest to keep him behind me." €N

Russell overcomes 
mud slides

acing in a thundering downpour 
R= swept across the plains of 

Kansas, Scott Russell scored his 
third straight 750cc Supersport win at 
Heartland Park Topeka to remained 
undefeated in the class this year. And 
more importantly, he wrapped up his 
second straight 750cc Supersport 
Championship. 

However, due to the rain, this one 
was. close. At the start, Russell — 
naturally — sat on the pole. When the 
green flag waved, so did Russell’s rear 
tire: He spun it through the big puddle 
that was the front straight. Jeff Heino 
was gridded immediately behind Rus- 
sell, and almost ran over him in an 
attempt for the lead. The two ran 
dangerously near, and quite slow 
towards the first turn. Russell would 
later elaborate: “I just spun it, and then 
I was trying to get out of these guys’ 
way. I didn’t want to be up there in 
the front anyway, in case someone 
tossed it away.” 

Surprisingly, everyone made it 
through the first turn without an 
incident, but then the race turned 
chaotic. Britt Turkington led the pack 
off the line into turn one, around the 
first few turns, and straight off the 
track in turn 10. 

“I went off there and was trying to 
get it turned and then here comes 
Russell up in front of me. Everybody 
was everywhere on the first two laps, 
it was hideous, really стату.” Turking- 
ton said. 

“T saw Turkington go straight, and 
whoever was in second - Bue, I think 
- he took off through the grass and 
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Miguel DuHamel (17) was perfect in 600cc Supersport as he won for a sixth time. 


I thought 'Yeah, I'm going to get these 
guys, and I tried to turn it, but the 
bike went 'no,' and I went through the 
grass," Russell said. '"Turkington 
already had his bike turned coming 
(towards me), and I thought ‘Oh no, 
Im gonna T-Bone him, but I went 
right in front of him." 

Luckily, Russell got his Muzzy bike 
stopped while remaining upright, and 
rejoined the гасе  mid-pack. 
Turkington was more fortunate, reen- 
tering in the top three. 

Titan Bue, Bob Sandy, and Jeff 
Heino also followed: Turkington off 
the track, with the latter two going 
down in the mud. Heino remounted, 
and promptly pulled in the pits with 
an injured wrist. He shrugged off the 
accident. “I saw this sign out there that 
said ‘Mud Slides,’ with an arrow, so 
I followed it, right off into the bogs,” 
Heino said. 

Sandy was able to continue, though 
his bike fared a bit worse; he was black- 
flagged the next lap. A quick pit stop 
to rip a flapping right fairing lower 
off, and Sandy was back out. Normally, 
the stop would have cost him any 
chance of winning the race, but 
everyone was running so slow that 15 
seconds in the pits really did not 
matter. 

Fast starter Tripp Nobles was also 
off in the mud, though he did not make 
it past the turn eight chicane. A bit 
dazed from the wreck, Nobles left his 
Honda CBR600 in first gear. With the 
transmission engaged, the bike would 
not start, so he just sat there, until 
about 30 seconds later, he realized the 
error, plunked it in neutral, and was 
off, somewhere around last. 

With so many people down, Tur- 
kington, Dave Deveau, and Jacques 
Guenette were vying for the early lead. 
Russell soon regrouped, unshaken 
from the three off-track excursions he 
encountered, and took his accustomed 
spot, at the front of the pack. From 
there on, Russell and Turkington, who 
was running in second, would not 
relinquish their spots, finishing in that 
order. А 

The race for third was relegated to 
Guenette, Sandy, Dean Mizdal and 
Dave Deveau. Mizdal was the first to 
bow out, losing a lap. while picking 
mud out of his bike that it scooped 
up in a crash. Guenette too would fall 
- in spectacular fashion - down the 
front straight. He slid at least 60 yards, 
spinning on his back the whole way. 
After finally stopping, Guenette stood 
up, looked around, saw his undam- 
aged bike and dashed for it. He would 
remount in time to stay on the lead 
lap, finishing ninth overall. 








Scott Russell clinched the 750cc Super- 
sport title with another victory. 


Unofficially, Sandy was running the 
fastest laps of the race, which helped 
him take third overall, slightly ahead 
of Deveau. Tripp Nobles struggled up 
to fifth, with Mike Sullivan, James 
Schaefer, Louis Saccoccio, Guenette 
and Robin Holiday staying relatively 
upright to round out the top ten. єх

Pablo's for Real

TOPEKA, KS, SEPT. 8 
ia Ca Moto's Pablo Real, benef- 
(у= greatly from a five-rider 
crash that took his main compet- 
itors out of the race, held on to win 
his first AMA -Pro Twins race at 
Heartland Park Topeka. 

The Newport News, Virginia, rider 
averaged 75.573 mph to win the red- 
flag interrupted race. The red flag 
stopped not only the race, but any 
chance of a real battle at the front of 
the pack as the two fastest riders in 
the race, Jimmy Adamo and Pascal 
Picotte, went down in the fracas. 

Adamo and his Gia Ca Moto Ducati 
were leading the proceedings when the 
accident occurred, with five riders, 
including Picotte and. the Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati who were in pursuit 





of Adamo, crashed out in turn seven. 
Adamo restarted the race, but was never 
a factor. 

Following a 50-minute delay while 
oil and debris were cleared from the 
race track, Real took the lead and was 
never headed. The only excitement on 
the track came from Robert “Dr. Bob” 
Meister and his Two Brothers Racing 
GP2-class Honda. 

Meister rode the wheels off the 
Honda to stay close to Real throughout 
the race, eventually falling short by 
approximately five seconds. Still, GP2 
class winner Meister finished second 
overall after starting from the second 
wave of GP2 bikes — an impressive 
feat. Meister gave credit to Two 
Brothers and also thanked Freddie

Spencer for letting him use one of the 
three-time World Champion's dis- 
carded Michelin tires. 

The only real battle on the track was 
that for third overall between Warren 
Elliott, on a third Gia Ca Moto-backed 
Ducati, and Greg Kopp and his 
Marketron-backed Ducati. Elliott got 
the better of the duel when Kopp lost 
his glasses, and came away with second 
place in the GP1 class. 

Second in GP2 went to Kiyo Wat- 
anabe on the Hollywood Motorcycle 
Machine/Cycle King-backed Honda 
with championship points leader 
Stephen Matthews finishing third on 
the Fast By Ferracci Ducati. Matthews 
leads Meister, 92-71, with two rounds 
remaining. 

Real's win gives him a three-point 
lead over his teammate Adamo in the 
championship point standings, 82-79. 
Elliott is a close third with 75 points. 

“I kept the pace smooth,” Real said. 
"I knew the race was longer than one 
lap. It. was a good ride. I wasn't 
pressured from behind, so I could keep 
the pace." 

"With three or four laps to go the 
engine started missing in fourth and 
fifth gear," an excited Meister said. “1 
wanted to win, and I finally won

cott Zampach had another race- 
S long battle with Tripp Nobles, but 

in the end, Zampach pulled away 
to win by a mere three seconds. 
Zampach and his Tilley Harley- 
Davidson/ AGV/ Dunlop/ Tsubaki- 
sponsored 883 Sportster averaged over 
73 mph in the race, usually running 
lap times just under 2 minutes, 3 
seconds. 

By winning, Zampach assumed the 
series points lead over Twin Sports 
arch rival Nobles by one point, 146- 
145. 

Nigel Gale was a close third, 
although he had his problems early on 
in the race. 

“As long as you don’t mess up, you 
can hang with these guys, but I messed 
up, and it was ‘sayonara,’ " said Gale. 

At the start, Nobles jumped off the 
line, with Zampach not far behind. 
Tripp tore through the infield, and by 
the end of lap one, he held an amazing 
two-second lead over a tight Zampach/ 
Gale tussle. Nobles had a scare on the 
second lap while running through the 
carousel; the front began chattering 
and hopping around the track. Nobles 
saved it, though his troubles were not 
over. 

Nobles’ . Bartels’ Harley-Davidson/ 
Dunlop/Motul/Fieldsheer/SBS/ 
Arai/Tsubaki/Macon H.O.G.-backed 
Harley’s motor began puffing oil 
under deceleration, and losing speed 
down Topeka’s straights. Zampach 
wasted no time capitalizing on Nobles’ 
misfortune, and assumed the lead at 
the beginning of the sixth lap. 

Zampach then ran away from eve- 
ryone while Gale began closing on 
Nobles, though he was never able to 
make a pass. Meanwhile, back in 
fourth, Andy Fenwick was running a 
lonely race, occasionally glancing over 
his shoulder to check how close 
number one plate-bearer Randy Texter 
was getting, which was never close 
enough to threaten Fenwick’s hold on 
fourth. 

The finishing order saw no surprises 
from the sixth lap report: Zampach 
first, with Nobles, Gale, Fenwick and 
Texter following. Michael Kraft, Eric 
La Cruze, Mike Hale, Mike Patterson, 
and Darrell Jones rounded out the top

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ROAD RACE World Championship Superbike Series: Round 9 .

hen Raymond Roche crossed 
W the line to win leg two of the 

French round of the Diesel 
Jeans Superbike Series last year, he 
probably never dreamed that it would 
take him nearly a year before he greeted 
the checkered flag first again. 

But that's exactly how it has worked 
out. That win at Le Mans in 1990 was 
his 13th in the Superbike Champion- 
ship and the number worked all its evil 
on him, until the Malaysian round at 
Shah Alam on Sunday of the Labor 
Day weekend lifted the hex. 

In Malaysia, Roche reminded us 
why he won the 1990 World Cham- 
pionship. His wins were not of the 
Doug Polen runaway variety, more 
graft and guts than glory — an 
eventual wearing down of the oppo- 
sition. Over two 26-lap battles in 93 
degree heat he and the factory Ducati 
were the best combination. They 
simply had another gear to go when 
it counted. 

Polen was searching for the right 
gear all race day and never found it. 
He had qualified on the pole but never 
led a lap of either race, his tire 
advantage of previous races apparently 
ground away by the intense heat and 
abrasive surface. Being the character 
he is, built with an excessive desire to 
win, he will make the rest pay for his 
day in the shadows. 

The men who made Roche work 
hardest were Italian puzzler Fabrizio 
Pirovano — he who only shows up 





on race day, an on-form Stephane 
Mertens and Aaron Slight, the Kiwi 
whose results didn't do credit to how 
well he rode. 

Team Kawasaki's Rob Phillis had 
a bad day. In Phillis vernacular the 
last few meetings have been "horn," 
while this one was definitely “рох.” 
As a result of a fifth and a DNF, his 
second place in the World Champion- 
ship is under dire threat from Roche. 

The best thing about the meeting 
was undoubtedly the racing. Riders 
went in hard, took risks and battled 
hard. The difference was here they were 
doing it for the lead rather than second 
place. 

The worst point, undoubtedly . the 
disorganized nature of the race meet- 
ing. With the Grand Prix coming in 
four weeks, there was only a small 
crowd and seemingly little effort put 
into this meeting. A major disappoint- 
ment considering the excellent show 
last November. 


Qualifying 

After the heady heights of the Sugo 
entry list replete with factory motor- 
cycles and riders, it was back to earth 
at the grandly-titled Shah Alam 
Motorsports Paradise. 

Gone were many of the stars of the 
previous weekend — Magee, Goddard, 
Mackenzie, the Japanese teams and 
riders. It was no surprise that the 
atmosphere in Malaysia was decidedly 
downbeat, particularly as just 22 bikes 





practiced and 20 were able to make it 
under the qualifying cut-off, although 
the other two were allowed to start. 
The newcomers who bolstered the 
field of 13 internationals were all 
Australians and New Zealanders. 
Slight made the trip on from Japan, 
his Kawasaki ZXR750 clothed in Team 
Luck Strike colors. Fellow Kiwi 
Andrew Stroud was also riding for 
Lucky Strike as well as James Knight. 
Riding for the local Marlboro Yamaha 
team were Scott (brother of Mick) 
Doohan and Auckland resident Simon 
Crafar, while Wollongong's Trever 
Jordan was on the Mild Seven Suzuki. 
Missing from the internationals 
were Yamaha riders Udo Mark and Jari 
Suhonen, the former returning home 
to defend his German Superbike 
Championship lead and the latter 
budged conscious without a sponsor 
for the second leg of the Asian journey. 
Considering the weaker state of the 
entry, it was no surprise that Texan 
Polen took his fifth straight pole 
position and seventh for the season, 
some 0.82 sec. under the lap record. . 
He'd dominated the wet first session 
on Friday at his first look at the place, 
then gone 0.19 sec. under the lap record 
that afternoon. Saturday morning, 
after transferring to his race bike from 
the spare, he was only second fastest 
to Mertens and concerned about sus- 
pension setup. 
The suspension on this bike had 
been re-valved since he last rode it but 





the settings had not been adjusted, 
which led to some rare head-scratching 
from both Polen and Eraldo Ferracci 
before it was rectified for sessión two. 

In the 95 degree heat of the 
afternoon, Polen used the new Dunlop 
qualifier to secure the pole position 
at one min., 28.08 sec., although he 
was only a few tenths slower on race 
tres. Nevertheless it was slower than 
he'd planned to go: “The temperature 
was definitely a lot hotter in the 
afternoon anda fast lap in the morning 
would have been the way to go," Polen 
said. 

Roche, after languishing all wee- 
kend well back, came good in the 
afternoon to slot in second fastest, the 


. first time since Donington that he has 


risen so high on the grid. He was 0.48 
sec. slower than Polen and happy, a 
rare enough sight these days. 

Well, he was displeased about one 
thing and that was that Mertens was 
using a 920cc motor throughout this 
meeting at the request of Ducati to 
evaluate it. The Belgian was second 
for much of the final session but with 
only one wheel fitted with carbon 
discs, a new set of tires meant changing 
the front on and off the one rim, so 
he elected not to make a final attack 
after setting his best time on a 
qualifier. 

Less calculating and more frustrated 
was Phillis in fourth, although it’s easy 
to forget that just a few meetings ago 
a front row slot would have satisfied 
him immensely. 

“The bike’s not quite right. The 
suspension isn’t quite right nor is the 
carburetion.” 

Slight also was annoyed, even if he 
was on the front row, the first man 
to qualify outside the lap record: “1 
went in fora fresh tire but the cupboard 
was bare," he explained after session 
two. The special rear tire had made 
its way onto the back of teammate 
Knight’s Kawasaki. 

In the morning session, Slight was 
similarly frustrated, actually lashing a 

oot out at Polen who had come out 
of the pits on cold tires and interrupted 
his flier. "I missed," was his laconic 
summation. , 

Tardozzi, deeply involved in testing 
race tires for first-time visitor Pirelli, 
had been fifth after the first session and 
dropped a spot in session two as he 
evaluated the wrong rubber. 

Understandable really, as Pirelli had 
brought no less than eight rears to try 
along with three fronts. Michelin, 
continuing its revitalization, wasn't far 
behind with six rears and four fronts 
while Dunlop added a harder rear to 
its 6-and-a-quarter inch range. 

Tardozzi's inseparable racing 
partner from Japan, Giancarlo 
Falappa, was next making it five 
factory Dukes in the top seven. 

The rest of row two was left to Rymer 
and Merkel, the former putting in one 
of his best efforts for a while as he 
reverted as much as possible to 1990 
settings in a bid to sort out his 
protracted suspension woes. 

Merkel had started the meeting on 
the twin-pipe Japanese bike, and 
almost immediately solved the car- 
buretion flat-spot which had bedeviled 
him in Japan. Then the other bike had 
been converted to twin-pipe spec and 
had all its extra radiators, electrics, 
metal removed from it to the other 
machine which promptly dropped a 
valve. So mechanics Norris Farrow and 
Merlyn Plumlee set about the arduous 
task of returning all the gear back to 
their own machine. Front tires were 
again shaping up as a problem for 
Merkel come race day. 7 

Last year’s double winner, Pirovano, 
was 10th, bike okay and rider asleep 
until race day as usual. Fogarty was 





llth after an engine change between 
sessions when a titanium valve 
stretched. Then came Stroud, benefit- 
ting from chasing Slight in session one 
but struggling with a bike that refused 
to stop wobbling through the long flat- 
out kink, then Lopez-Mella riding 
more aggressively than for some time 
at a track which resembles Jarama, and 
Knight and Doohan. 


Race one 


The ambient temperature was 
hovering around 93 degrees and the 
track temperature 115 degrees as the 
field made a rather messy start from 
the grid. 

Pirovano, unsurprisingly, grabbed 
-the holeshot by just out-braking Roche 
into the first turn. Phillis was third 
ahead of Polen before Mertens came 
flying up past them both. 

The Belgian was giving it every- 
thing early, leading laps two, three and 
four before Phillis stuffed him to take 
over from laps five through nine. Then 
it was Pirovano’s turn again, sliding 
underneath the Kawasaki in the kink 
at the fastest part of the course in a 
neat maneuver. Roche outbraked 
Phillis into the left-hand Lucky Strike 
Loop which follows and by the end 
of the next lap Mertens and Falappa 
had pushed the Australian back to 
fifth. 

“The bike was so slow it wouldn’t 
pull the skin off a rice pudding,” 
Phillis complained later. ‘‘The 
temperature was real high, the rear tire 
was sliding and I was wearing my 
unvented leather suit, I could hardly 
stand the heat with five laps to go.” 

The order behind the top five at the 
end of lap 11 was Polen, Tardozzi, 
Slight, Fogarty all with the leaders, 
then a gap to Rymer and another gap 
back to Merkel, who had lucked out 
and found a front tire that worked and 
was leading the scrapping teammates 
Knight and Stroud. 

From this point on, it was. all 
backwards for Mertens as he lost the 
use of the clutch. He eventually 
dropped back to ninth. The problem 
was an unusual one, the piston in the 
Brembo master cylinder actually hav- 
ing a hole in it. 

Roche and Pirovano were now 
going right at it, swapping the lead 
three times on lap 12 before the Ducati 
rider emerged in front. They even 
appeared to hit at one stage, an 
incident which Roche confirmed but 
Pirovano denied. 

Polen was never a factor, not coming 
forward and threatening at all: “The 
gearing wasn't right." he explained 
later. “First was too low and second 
was too tall so I’m going to change 
to my spare bike for race two. I'll also 
change compounds because that one 
was a little soft.” 

For the next few laps the gap 
between Roche and Pirovano was 
never more than a tenth or two but 
on lap 17 it blew out to over a second 
after the Yamaha had a big slide. From 
there, Roche went on to score an 
untroubled win by 3.5 seconds. But 
who would finish second was another 
question. 

Falappa had dropped out of third 
as his left arm and shoulder faded and 
he was unable to operate his clutch 
lever, but his eventual sixth was still 
a meritorious result. Phillis, his times 
varying erratically, went back into 
third briefly, but coming through hard 
was Tardozzi, disposing of and unset- 
tling Polen as he ran him wide under 
brakes at Lucky Strike Loop, then 
catching Falappa and finally Phillis. 

He pressured Pirovano but was 
unable to beat him: “Му back protector 
was too tight and I got cramps, I 
couldn't feel my legs for the last 10 





laps." Tardozzi gasped as he slumped 
sweat-soaked on a sofa in his garage. 
“Also the front tire was gone with 10 
laps to go." It was little consolation 
as he recovered to know that he had 
no better front Pirelli to change to. 

Polen wasn't going to win but he 
couldn't be kept out of the glory 
altogether, setting a new lap record at 
1:28.69 and passing a dispirited Phillis 
on the last lap. Slight, in seventh, was 
another unhappy Kawasaki pilot after 
being constantly stymied by the fleet 
of grunting Italian V-twins. Fogarty, 
again first Honda, was in the same 
position and unhappy with virtually 
every aspect of his bike — lack of power 
and a surfeit of vibration from the 
spare motor, tires, gear selection plus 
a knee scraper fell off and he damaged 
his leathers. 

Behind Mertens, Rymer rounded out 
the top 10, with Stroud just pipping 
Merkel to the line after they traded 11th 
place twice on the last lap. DeVries and 
Mella battled each other through most 
of the race, passing an unlucky Knight 
in the last couple of laps after his rear 
tire did a ‘Doohan’ and shed a long 
strip of tread on the left-hand side. He 
was lucky to finish considering the 
hole in the tire went through to the 
canvas. 

The tire that failed had been used 
as a qualifier by the main Michelin 
men because it was too soft for race 
conditions. But Knight had asked for 
a special tire and that was all that was 
available. The result was probably not 
surprising: “For me it was a good 
engineering test," joked’ Michelin’s 
Laurent Joly. 


Race two 


The clouds had moved in but the 
temperature remained stuck at 93 
degrees and track temperature had 
gone up to an incredible 122 as the 
field roared away in much tidier 
fashion with Roche holeshotting. 

Mertens immediately took over with 
Pirovano, Slight, Phillis, Tardozzi, 
Falappa, Rymer, Merkel, Polen and 
Fogarty making up the lead group as 
they ended the first lap. 

Stroud had already come in to have 
the CDI changed and was back out 
again before the leaders came round 
for lap two. This was to have signif- 
icance later in the race. 

Pirovano, with sparks trailing from 
his exhaust pipe from the second lap 
thanks to a broken bracket, and Slight 
were the movers. Both were desperate 
to try and break clear of the Ducatis 
and their superior drive. By lap five 
they were first and second and had eked 
out 0.5 sec. over Mertens, with Roche, 
Falappa and Phillis in tow. 

The Australian's involvement came 
to an end at this point when a fork 
seal blew: “Its just one of those 
things," he lamented later. “Its a 20 
cent part and it's no one's fault. Anders 
(Andersson, Ohlins rep) is nearly in 
tears. It could have just been a stone 
thrown up from the track. The pity 
was I was just sitting there and 
cruising, letting them sort themselves 
out." 

They would now do that without 
him. And Falappa too. He moved past 
Roche for fourth on lap nine but 
within another four laps was out when 
the exhaust pipe header broke off on 
the rear cylinder. 

At the halfway stage the order 
remained static at the top, with Polen 
hanging off the back. He'd changed 
the gearing on the back-up bike and 
was now regretting the decision. 
Tardozzi was next and dropping away 
as his tired engine lost horsepower 
while the grimly determined Fogarty 
was hanging on in yet another excel- 


- lent ride.

But on that lap they came within 
sight of Stroud and the next lap they 
were on him. While the Kawasaki rider 
kept pressing on, lapping quite hard, 
the rest had to find their own way 
round him. Pirovano managed it 
successfully, but Slight was balked 
badly and lost his 0.8 sec. lead over 
Mertens, who swiftly relieved him of 
second place. Then Roche got him as 
well, as he battled to get by his 
‘teammate’. That was the end of 
Slight's challenge for the lead. 

Now Roche was on the move. On 
lap 13 he'd set the fastest lap of the 
race at 1:28.7 and he passed Mertens 
on lap 18. In a breath-taking move 
around the outside in the sweeper he 
took Pirovano for the lead on lap 20. 

From there he just drew away, 
leading by more than three seconds on 
lap 25 and then slowing down on the 
last lap to win by 2.74 seconds: “All 
this year, everytime problems," Roche 
said afterwards. “This is the first race 
this year without problems." 

Again the battle for second heated 
up with Mertens taking the position 
on lap 23. Polen came at him on lap 
25, the two of them traded second twice 
in two corners with Mertens toughing 
it out. On the last lap Polen found 
a false neutral at the Lucky Strike Loop 
and had to straighten the Ducati up, 
allowing Pirovano and Slight to dive 
back through. 

Tardozzi chugged home sixth ahead 
of Fogarty with Crafar putting in a 
fine ride for eighth ahead of Merkel, 
who only re-passed Lopez-Mella on the 
last lap. Rymer retired on lap 17, 
unable to select gears and Fred moved 
back into seventh in the championship 
but lost more ground to Fogarty in the 
battle to be first Honda. 

Polen, his incredible run of seven 





straight wins brought to an end — 
ironically the day before his 31st 
birthday — now has scored 281 cham- 
pionship points. While he is virtually 
guaranteed the title, second place is 
where the big battle lies. Phillis has 
189, Roche, 174 and Pirovano 166. 
Even Mertens' 138 is an outside chance. 
Fogarty is still in sixth place while 
Merkel moved back past Rymer into 
seventh and Tardozzi into a clear ninth 
ahead of Falappa. єх

Kimballs lead American sweep 
at Lamontee Impossible

ARRETTE, FRANCE, AUG. 10-11 
rothers Kenny and Mel Kimball 
B travelled across the sea to score the 
top two positions at the 7th 
Annual Lamontee Impossible, a hill- 
climb held in the Pyrenees Mountains 
in the south of France. 

Now in its seventh year, 1991 marks 
only the second time that American 
riders have been invited to the event. 
As they did last year, the North 
American Hillclimb Association sent 
their top 10 Open Exhibition riders to 
compete in the International event, 
and for the second year in a row, 
American riders stole the show. Before 
last year, the highest anyone had scaled 
the treacherous hill was 250 of its 280 
meters. Enter American Travis Whi- 
tlock. Last year, the Utah native 
blasted up the face of the mountain 


to become the first rider to do so, and 
score the six-year progressive purse of 
$54,000. 

In 1991, carrying the colors for the 
United States were defending Lamon- 
tee Impossible Champion Travis 
Whitlock, Kenny and Mel Kimball, 
Rod Whitlock, Tom and Pat Johnson, 
Kerry and Rob Peterson, Steve Stith 
and Doug Sherburn. 

Over 20,000 spectators turned out for 
this year’s event to watch teams from 
the USA, Canada and France compete 
for a purse of $20,000. 

The event was spread over two days, 
with each rider getting eight cracks at 
the hill; three on Saturday, and five 
on Sunday. The U.S. team wasted no 
time in showing their hunger for 
success. Kenny Kimball drew the first

ride of the day and blasted to the top 
to become only the second man to ever 
top the hill. California's Steve Stith 
was the third, as he launched his 
Harley off the last ledge and over the 
top to better Kimball's first time. No 
one was able to reach the top again 
on Saturday, as the hill seemed to get 
rougher with each try. After three runs 
each, Stith held the lead for Saturday. 

The last 40 meters of the hill were 


covered with ferns and different nat- . 


ural ledges, that seemed to stop 


· everyone on Sunday on their first two 


runs. Just after intermission with just 
three runs left, the attack broke loose. 
Kenny Kimball started the fury that 
would see five Americans, and two 
Frenchmen go over the top. Kimball 
reached the top in 21.00 seconds, to 
bump Stith out of first place. Kimball's 
time of 21.00 seconds, proved to be the 
winning time, but not without a lot 
of close runs and some real competi- 
tion. French rider Eric Aubijoux, took 
Kimball's line to eventually finish as 
Europe's top rider, third overall. 
Stith's weekend ended early, as the 
Harley-Davidson he was riding deve- 
loped crankshaft problems. Stith 
would slip to seventh overall. Travis 
Whitlock's third run was smooth, as 
he roosted over in 22.87 seconds. 
Whitlock was pumped, but knew he 








needed a little quicker run in order to 
catch Kimball. Fifteen-year-old Rob- 
bie Peterson made a 23.69 run over for 
fourth place, but Tom and Pat John- 
son had bike problems all day. Tom 
never did get his bike running good, 
but Pat dialed his in on his fourth run 
of the day, to crest the top, and bump 
Whitlock and Peterson down a spot. 
Johnson was really fired up. 

"I had to look back, to be sure I'd 
really gone over, I didn't want to go 
home wondering if I could," said Pat 
Johnson. | 

Kerry Peterson made a hard charge, 
but a small ledge pitched him over the 
bars, and ended his day. 

Ken Long and Dave French made 
strong rides, as did Doug Sherburn, but 
along with Rod Whitlock, who injured 
his shoulder on Saturday, were unable 
to maintain enough speed to reach the 
top. 

Mel Kimball Jr. had more than 

enough speed, as he blasted over the 
top in 21.40 seconds, taking over 
second and bumping everyone down 
another spot. Mel Jr. was the final rider 
to go over the top. 
Travis Whitlock, Tom Johnson, and 
Robbie Peterson all made final runs 
that were strong, but were turned back 
to prove that going over the (ор was 
a tough feat. 

The Kimballs finished one and two. 
An exuberant Kenny said afterwards, 
“This win is a dream for me. I couldn’t 
believe the high I got from my team- 
mates, and the crowd was intense!” 

Eric Aubijoux finished third. Pat 
Johnson and Travis Whitlock finished 
fourth and fifth, respectively, while 
Rob Peterson and Steve Stith were 
sixth and seventh, respectively. 
Frenchman Jean Claude Aynier’s run 
of 27.98 put him into the eighth spot. 
Doug Sherburn and Tom Johnson 
rounded out the top 10. 

Eight of the top were Americans. 
Kerry Peterson was 11th, at 270 meters, 
followed by Canadians Ken Long at 
269 meters, and Dave French at 266 
meters. Rod Whitlock finished in the 
15th spot. сх

Red devil

machine. While the motor could 

easily be considered the best in its 
class, the bike’s suspension left much 
to be desired in stock form. The fork 
was too stiff and rigid, and the shock 
would often spit the bike’s rear end 
from side to side. That, combined with 
the state of the class power, made the 
'91 CR250 a handful, to say the least. 
Even a grown man could be trans- 
formed into a whimpering child in a 
matter of laps. 

Good news! Take those memories, 
and throw them out the door. For 1992, 
Honda has redesigned the CR250 from 
the ground up. Despite the enormous 
success that last year's model enjoyed 
in the capable hands of Jean-Michel 
Bayle, who won the Camel Supercross 
and 250cc National Championships 
aboard a factory-modified CR250, and 
his teammate Jeff Stanton, Honda 
engineers opted to clear the slate and 


T he 1991 Honda CR250 was a scary 


start from scratch. Along with the 
blinding new flourescent red plastic, 
this year’s CR250 boasts an all new 
motor, frame and suspension. 

The new motor was redesigned from 
the cases up to be lighter, and more 
compact. Besides weighing a full two 
pounds less that it’s '91 counterpart, 
the new mill boasts a refined power 
valve system that is made of 50% fewer 
parts, 35 rather than 76, and is claimed 
to produce more low and mid-range 
power than its predecessor. When you 
remove the new exhaust system and 
look at the right side of the cylinder, 
you will notice that there is no external 


coolant hose running from the 
cylinder head to the cases. In order to 
tuck the pipe in better, the coolant now 
flows through cases to the cylinder. 

Cylinder compression is up this 
year, and a revised port design, a 
modified reed valve assembly and 
different ignition timing grace the new 
motor. 

Like the motor, the frame is all new. 
The steering rake is two degrees 
steeper, the trail is 21.8mm shorter, and 
the overall wheelbase has shrunk by 
an inch. The frame,Js claimed to be 
lighter yet torsionally stiffer than last 
year's model.

Perhaps the biggest news is the new 
43mm Showa fork. Besides complaints 
that last year's fork was too harsh, 
many riders expressed their desire for 
rebound damping adjustability. Ask 
no more. The new triple-taper fork is 
2mm smaller, designed to be more 
forgiving than last year's bigger, 45mm 
legs, and offers 17-way rebound damp- 
ing adjustability. 

After a one-year absence, Showa 
suspension components have returned 
to the CR. A larger, 46mm Showa 
shock, along with a new linkage ratio, 
take care of the rear suspension duties. 

An all-new front brake system is 
designed to provide more powerful, 
fade-resistant stopping. The rear brake 
system remains the same, but why 








change a good thing? Last year’s brakes 
were rated among the best in the 
business. 

Enough with the technical stuff, 
what’s it like to ride? 

Starting the bike seems almost 
effortless; one or two stabs at the 
kickstarter brings the 249.3cc motor to 
life, but the CR250 comes jetted too 
rich. Plan on fouling the stock Cham- 
pion plug on your first outing. 

Even jetted richly, the motor is 
awesome. The power comes on earlier 
than on last year’s bike, yet the motor 
will still rev to the moon. Mid-range 
is the Honda’s forte, and the power 
is easy to use. While last year’s motor 
fell on its face when it wasn’t kept on 
the pipe, the new engine produces a 


wide powerband. that is deceivingly : 


fast. Even when lugging the motor, 
one may find the front wheel clawing 
at the sky. On the other hand, the 
motor is just as happy when ridden 
wide open with liberal amounts of 
clutch. As always, the Honda's motor 
and clutch have a bulletproof feel. 
Slowing down the CR250 is a simple 


task. The new front brake offers an . 


impressive amount of feel, and is as 
strong as they come when need be. The 
rear brake works well, and slows the 
middleweight CR. down in a hurry. 
Although one test rider felt that it was 
grabby at first, the feel improved with 
wear. 

Ridden back to back with a stock 
'91 CR250, the '92 model handles 
worlds better. The fork is ultra 
plush ... in fact, maybe too plush. 
When pushed hard, or when landing 
from larger jumps, the fork will 
bottom. Faster or heavier riders will 
undoubtedly opt for stiffer fork 
springs. 

The fork's triple-taper design is 
more forgiving than last year's massive 
legs, and offers more flex than past 
upside-down fork designs. For those 
who aren't on a level with Stanton or 


Bayle (that's all of us, isn't it?), a fair 
amount of flex is desirable in a fork, 
as forks that don't flex can often send 
lesser experienced riders to the ground 
in awkward situations due to the 
rigidity. 

Although the rear suspension is 
better than that found on the '91 
model, the rear end received no rave 
reviews. When the CR was ridden 
aggressively, the rear suspension soaked 
up everything thrown its way in a 
predictable manner, but at lower 
speeds the rear would spit sideways and 
buck like a rodeo bull. This was most 
noticeable when the bike was ridden 
over smaller, square edged bumps. 

As a whole, the suspension works 
best when ridden hard. The Honda 
likes to be charged through obstacles,

and is quite unforgiving when ridden 
in a lackluster manner. And yes, 
headshake rears its ugly head when 
decelerating if the rider doesn't stay on 
his toes. 

The Honda is a stable flier; it leaves 
the ground predictably and responds 
well to midair corrections. Only when 
the jump has a square edge on the 
takeoff does the rider need to take extra 
care. 

If there is an inside line in a turn, 
the Honda will take you there. Like 
most Hondas of the past, the CR250 
carves true and will go wherever you 
point it. Rutted turns with holes in 
the exits will give CR riders fits, 
though, as the rear end bucks violently 
when accelerating through the bumpy 
ruts. 


Both in the air and on the ground, 
the Honda feels extremely light. The 
new, slimmer layout contributes to this 
feel, and the bike is very well balanced. 
Getting used to the feel of the bike is 
a breeze, as everything feels just right. 
Nothing snags the rider's boots or 
leathers when maneuvering on the 
bike; from the radiator shrouds and 
side panels to the subframe bolts and 
brake pedal, everything fits perfectly 
and offers a smooth surface. 

Detailing on the Honda, as always, 
is top notch. Basic maintenance is 
almost a joy to perform, as no bike 
is better thought out in its assembly. 

A. 10-drawer toolbox is not needed 
to perform simple tasks. Changing the 
rear tire or tightening the chain is 
made simpler with the addition of a 
new axle shaft that requires only one 
wrench to tighten. The white airbox 
is roomy, and offers enough room for 
even the largest of hands to install the 
air filter with ease. We do have our 
doubts, however, about how long it 
will stay white, as the sides became 
scratched and blackened from boots in 
just one day. 

The new fluorescent-red and white 
color combination is shocking at first; 
when we first caught a glimpse of the 
bike, thoughts of the fluorescent trend 
that swept the ATV racing scene a few 
years back came to mind. But just as 
last year's Suzukis did, the new Honda 
color scheme grows on you. Only time 
will tell, however, as to how long the 
plastic will actually stay as bright as 
it comes from the factory. 

With a price tag of $4149, the 1992 
CR250 does not come cheap. And what 
do you get for that? An awesome 
motor, great brakes, so-so suspension, 
and unmatched attention to detail, all 
wrapped up in an eye-catching 
fluorescent-red and white package. Is 
it worth it? We say yes. см

Team Suzuki, again

MILLINGTON, TN, AUG. 31 

he all-conquering Team Suzuki 
Т bike, piloted this 

weekend by Kurt Hall and Wes 
Cooley, took the overall win at Mem- 
phis Motorsport Park with two laps 
in hand over second overall Hall ’N 
Still Racing. For Team Suzuki Endu- 
rance, the race was quite cut and dry. 
With the combination of Hall and 
Cooley at the helm, the team ran the 
entire event in first place. 

The winners circulated the 1.77-mile 
Memphis road course 273 times in the 
six-hour event, covering 483.21 miles 
at an average speed of 81 mph. 

Hall 'N Still riders Bruce Baldus and 
Tray Batey managed to place their 
Heavyweight Production Suzuki 
СЅХВ 1100 in second overall, between 
Team Suzuki Endurance and Team 
Suzuki II. They also ran a placid race, 
suffering no problems or dilemmas 
throughout the entire six hours. 

The real story here involves the 


-'Team Suzuki Endurance and Hall 'N 


Still’s “В” teams; the former being a 
veritable test bed, and the latter a 
successful attempt to thwart second 
seeded — first overall in Heavyweight 
Production — Force Racing. 

'The Team Suzuki II machine did 
not appear out of the ordinary as series 
regulars quickly recognized the chassis 
as the tried and true 1100 model that 
Hall uses in the Formula USA series. 


No big deal, but the astute eye which 
peered into the stock colored fairing 
could notice that things were seriously 
askew. Hoses, funny looking pipes, 
and seemingly misplaced linkages 
abounded throughout the intake tract. 
This could only mean one thing: The 
Hammer guys were playing around 
with fuel injection, and a third place 
in its first outing is testament to the 
fact that the system obviously works 
quite well. 

Team Suzuki Endurance was rela- 
tively tight lipped about the function- 
ing of this system, but a few things 
were revealed. First, the motor was 
stock except for some minor changes 
and the injection, which is a closed 
loop type — similar to that used by 
Ducati. The fuel spray is controlled 
through engine variables; definitely 
engine speed and throttle position, and 
probably many others such as exhaust 
and/or coolant temperatures. The 
place of origin was also common 
knowledge: Racing Engine Service. 

The Hall 'N Still team has been 
getting a bit worried over Force 
Racing's successes of late. To counter- 
mand Force's championship aspira- 
tions, Hall 'N Still Too was created. 
The idea here was blatantly obvious 
— to push Force back in the final 
rounds, and consequently, erode their 
points lead. The plan worked out well; 


Hall 'N Still Too finished fourth 
overall, while Force took sixth overall 
behind Heavyweight Superbike con- 
tenders Ken Reynolds and Pete Chris- 
tensen, of Team Lips fame. 

Seventh overall, fourth in Heavy- 
weight Superbike, went to 24-Hours 
East winners DAK Racing. DAK was 
hoping for a higher finish, but unlike 
the other top finishers, they had serious 
problems. Their brake pads fried after 
only two and a quarter hours. When 
the pads lost all their material, the dust 
formed a hard layer surrounding the 
pads, effectively welding them in 
place. DAK lost 12 minutes in the pits, 
which dropped them from a close third 
overall to 12th. They soon resigned to 
playing catch-up all for the remainder 
of the day. 

Team Machine riders Brian Gristick 
and Dan Mileika captured eighth 
overall, fourth in Heavyweight Pro- 
duction. Their race was quite unevent- 
ful, too; other than a second hour 
scoring mishap — which saw them 
briefly lose three laps — Machine 
encountered no problems. 

After a string of fifth-hour bad luck, 
'Team Rush'N Racing's Doug Arter, 
Scott Evans and Dean Hayes bounced 
back to win Middleweight Superbike. 
Their chance of even making the race 
looked dubious for a while, as on 
Saturday the team was tearing through 
the motor. The Yamaha FZR600 mill 
was sputtering and coughing and the 
gremlin was immediately traced to the 
fuel system, and soon further narrowed 
to dirt in the carburetor bowls. No 
serious damage was done, so the team 
reassembled everything by Saturday 
evening, hoping for the best. Come 
Sunday, everything ran smoothly, as 
Doug Arter said: “We ran the kind of 
race you -сап only wish 
for... Nothing went wrong today." 
By placing ninth overall, Rush'N 
Racing has surpassed Ehlerding 
Motorsports in the points chase, 629- 
619, and has set their sights on class 
leaders Red Hot Racing and Team 
Pasta Marin, who have 661 and 646 
points, respectively. 

Finishing close behind Rush'N 
Racing was Motion Systems, who, in 
doing so, captured top Middleweight 
Production honors. Motion riders 
Tony Rauseo, Chris Hughes, and Mike 
Leslie were locked in a fierce battle 
with class rivals Swine Dudes in the 
opening stages. The race between the 
two was looking to be one of the better 
ones on the track, as they were swap- 
ping the lead back and forth until both 
tried to lap a slower rider simultane- 
ously in high speed turn two. 

Swine Dudes rider Jim Roth dove 
to the inside, and promptly lost the 
front end. When he went down Roth 
almost took out the Motion bike; his 
front wheel clipping Motion's rear. 
Roth was not quite as lucky as he 





walked away with scrapes and bruises: 
"I thought I had the bike under 
control, then the front went under and 
I thought, ‘Great, here we go,’ " Roth 
said. “But at least I didn't fall on my 
butt this time." The crash came at a 
bad time for the Swines, as they were 
closing the championship points gap 
on class leaders Motion Systems. The 
spread now stands at 698-628, with 
Arclight Racing now edging the Swines 
out of third in class (and 10th overall) 
with 629 points. 

Deal's Gap Racing riders Rob 
Seneker and Ray Hickman topped the 
mini-bike class with a commanding 
win over a troubled F&S Racing squad. 

When the race got underway around 
11:40 in the afternoon, Hall and the 
Team Suzuki Endurance motorcycle 
dashed off the line to lead into the first 
turn. Michael Martin, on the Team 
Suzuki II bike, Hall 'N Still “А” rider 
Bruce Baldus and Hall 'N Still Too- 
mounted Mike Reed came into turn 
one neck and neck. Reed was forced 
to miss the warm-up lap due to a faulty 
master link clip, which was hastily 
repaired as the five-minute board was 
ascending. 

Since Reed's tires were extremely 
cold, they were not prepared for the 
hard first turn cornering loads that he 
needed to stay with the others. As Reed 
entered turn one and banked the bike 
in, the front end began pushing, 
sending him in Martin's direction. 
Reed's bike kept sliding, and Martin 
kept moving the Team Suzuki bike 
over until he reached the edge of the 
track. Luckily for Reed (taking out a 
prototype Team Suzuki bike would be 
a major faux pas!), by the time he was 
nearing collision point the bike was 
savable, and everyone made it through 
the first turn. 

Everything ran smoothly until the 
fifth lap, when David McGrath crashed 
another prototype Team Suzuki bike, 
dubbed the Test Ace. This machine 
was the usual #11 Team Suzuki Two 
machine, except that it had a trick 
automatic clutch installed. The idea 
here was to keep the motor spinning 
up in the power bank, accomplished 
through clutch slippage. A novel idea, 
and one that will now have to wait 
until the next round to be proven valid 
or not. 

At the 40-minute mark, the Swine 
Dudes had their aforementioned crash 
while trying to lap class rivals Arclight 
Racing. The bike was relatively fine 
— it simply needed all the bodywork 
stripped off — but as the team impa- 
tiently waited in the pits for the bike 
to be brought in, they soon realized 
that there was no crash truck to haul 
in their damaged property. When the 
realization hit, 10 minutes had already 
gone by, and another 10 was squan- 
dered in the dash to unload their truck 
and go get the bike. All told, the Swine 
Dudes lost over 30 minutes in the 
incident, and all hopes of a class 
victory. They would eventually battle 
up from last place to finish 26th 
overall. 

The top of the second hour's results 
looked like this: Team Suzuki Endu- 
rance had Cooley out on the bike and 
in the lead. Hall 'N Still sent Batey 
out in second, a lap down. Third was 
held by DAK Racing, on the same lap 
as Hall 'N Still — DAK, however, 
would soon fade away with their brake 
problem. Team Suzuki II and Hall 'N 
Sull Too rounded out the top five. 

Meanwhile, a four-way battle over 
ninth was shaping up between Mid- 
dleweight. Superbike rivals Rush’N 
Racing, Red Hot Racing, Ehlerding 
Motorsports and Pasta Marin, who 
were running in that order. Ehlerding, 
with riders Doug Henry and Ramon 
Vasquez, would surpass Red Hot in 





the third hour, which also saw the 
race’s only red flag thrown when 
Reuben Frankenfield broke a collar- 
bone for the second time this year — 
the first happening at Indy — while 
crashing the F&S bike. 

The fourth hour was the deciding 
one in this race. Not only did Team 
Suzuki П overtake Hall 'N Still Too, 
but Pasta Marin crashed. Pasta rider 
Eric Elvin was having a tough time 
with rear tire wear due to the fact that 
their bike's shock had leaked out all 
of its nitrogen. The motorcycle began 
hopping through the turns, eventually 
unloading the worn rear enough to 
chuck Elvin into the weeds, unhurt. 
In doing so, Pasta ended the close 
Middleweight Superbike race by bow- 
ing out themselves and taking Red Hot 
Racing with them. With these two out, 
Rush'N Racing was left to cruise home 
uncontested, as Ehlerding would 
encounter mechanical gremlins in the 
fifth hour, dropping them way back 
to 24th overall. Ehlerding would finish 
slightly behind a repaired F&S squad, 
25th overall. 

Incidentally, the red flag is what 
hurt Force Racing. Their tires had 
been taking a lot of abuse while 
chasing the two Hall 'N Still bikes 
around. Force had just pitted for new 
tires — costing valuable time — when 
the red flag was thrown. Team member 
Ron Crum showed that the Force 
squad was as gracious in defeat as they 
were in victory, and proffered no 
excuses: ““They (Hall 'N Still) just ran 
away from us all дау.” 

The final hour was uneventful, 
except for when Pasta Marin’s clutch 
went south, mandating a quick four- 
minute repair, enough to drop them 
from 13th overall — just ahead of 
points rival Red Hot — to their 20th 
finishing position. The top six finish- 
ing results — the same as the fifth hour 
report — showed Team Suzuki Endu- 
rance taking the win with 225 laps 
completed, two revolutions ahead of 
Hall 'N Still. Team Suzuki II was a 
further two laps adrift, and Hall 'N 
Still Too was another two laps down. 

Heavyweight Superbike Team Lips 
was fifth overall, nudging Force 
Racing by 50 seconds across the finish 
line. Both were on their 217th lap. In 
the last hour, DAK and Team Machine 
took seventh and eighth overall, 
shoving Rush’N Racing back to ninth. 
The steadfast Motion Systems Racing 
team rounded out the top 10. см

INTERVIEW Dirt tracker Kevin Atherton 


Addicted to speed 


By Donn Maeda 


s I pulled up to the hotel in my 
A extremely sporty Ford Tempo 

rent-a-car, a pained look came 
over the face of Kevin Atherton, the 
third member of the factory Harley- 
Davidson race team. “I think we'd 
better take my car,” he said. “Park that 
thing over there, and I'll be right 
back." 

I parked the Tempo and waited. 
Atherton cruised around the corner of 
the hotel in a bright-red Nissan 300ZX 
Turbo. Little did I know, but that 
would be the last time I'd see him do 
anything at a lesser speed. 

“You'd better strap yourself in,” said 
Atherton, who calls White Pigeon, 
Michigan, home. “I wouldn't wanna 
scare you." 


As soon as the seatbelt buckle . 


clicked, his foot hit the floor, and my 
head was snapped back against the 
headrest as we slid out of the parking 
lot and sped up the road. 

“T like to go fast," Atherton said over 
the thump of the rap music that blared 
from the stereo. “Almost everything I 
do has something to do with speed." 

And no wonder, the 20-year-old 
loves to go fast; his family is full of 
racers. As a team rider in a form of 


. two-wheeled sport that boasts only one 


factory race team, Kevin may be the 
most successful racing Atherton, but 
by no means the only one. Kevin's 
grandfather may be the one who started 
it all. 

"Grandpa used to race sprint cars, 
but he was killed in a race crash," 
Atherton said. “After that, my grand- 
mother tried to brainwash all of us that 
racing was too dangerous, and that we 
didn't want to do it." 

It didn't work. Dave Atherton, 
Kevin's father, was one of the top 
Novice dirt trackers in the early 1970s, 
but decided to retire after becoming an 
Expert and twice breaking his left 
femur. 

Brian, Kevin's older brother, also 
competes in the Camel Pro Series as 
an Expert, and often led the way for 
Kevin. Backed by Ron Wood, Brian 
capturéd the Junior National Cham- 
pionship in 1985, three years before 
Kevin did, in 1988. Brian, who is still 
competing, suffered a setback in '89 
when he broke his back in a racing 
accident. 

“All my bikes, leathers and helmets 
were always hand-me-downs from 
Brian, we would just change the 
names," said Atherton. “I even ended 
up with the same factory Wood-Rotax 
when I was a Junior." 

Kevin recalls enjoying the thrill of 
going fast aboard a modified Honda 
Trail 50 at the age of four. 

“Т was too small for it, so my dad 
had to take the seat off and put lower 
handlebars on it," recalled Ather- 
ton."We had a short track in the 
backyard, and I used to go around and 
around it, all day long.” 

The Atherton family operated a 
motorcycle repair shop that was 
located in their front yard, which Dave 
would run while young Kevin was 
riding out back. In order to keep track 
of his son, Kevin's father installed a 
megaphone exhaust system from an 
old Triumph motorcycle on the Trail 
50 


“He would listen for me,” said 
Atherton. “When the noise stopped, 


that meant I had crashed. And I did 
that plenty of times! I got my first scar 
on that thing.” 

It wasn't until Kevin was nine that 
he decided that he wanted to race. 

“T used to like going to the races 
with Brian, but I would just chase the 
girls around all day," said Kevin. 
""Then one day, I tried riding Brian's 
Yamaha YZ80 DTX bike, and I decided 
that I wanted to race.” 

As he grew, Kevin progressed to 
bigger machinery. At the age of 12, he 
won the 80cc (12-15 year old) and 125cc 
Schoolboy Championships, and 
joined the professional ranks as a Pro- 
Am racer at the age of 15. 

In late 1987, at the age of 16, 
Atherton made the jump to the Junior 
class, and in his début race with yellow 
number plates, he finished third. 

Kevin elected to stay in the Junior 
class for the 1988 season, and went 
on to earn the Junior National 


.Championship. Along the way, he 


‘had the opportunity to compete with 


veterans Steve Morehead, Dan Ingram, 
Terry Poovey and his future team- 
mate, Chris Carr, in 600cc National 
events where Juniors are allowed to 
compete with Experts. Atherton fin- 
ished the '88 600cc Natiomal series 
second in points, bettered only by 
perennial champ Carr. 


At the end of the 1988 season, an 
AMA ruling that allowed 600cc 
machines to compete against the 
bigger 750cc motorcycles in the Expert 
class presented Atherton with a golden 
opportunity. 

"I had already wrapped.up the 
Junior title, and the rookie Experts 


that year had hardly scored any 


points," Atherton said. “So I figured 


‘that I could race the last two races on 


my 600, and maybe win (Camel Pro 
Series) Rookie of the Year." 

Atherton competed at the fall Ascot 
National Half Mile, and after a race- 
long battle with the defending Grand 
National Champion, Bubba Shobert, 
Atherton crossed the finish line in 
sixth place. : 


"I may have finished sixth, but I 
guarantee that I was the most excited 
guy on the track!" Atherton recalled. 
“I couldn't believe that I had beat the 
Grand National Champion. Sixth 
place also gave me enough points to 
win Rookie of the Year, so I won the 
title in just one race." 

Atherton was approached by the 
Harley-Davidson factory at the end of 


that season, but had little idea of what 
lie in store. 

“They said that they wanted to help 
me out," said Atherton. “We talked a 
lot through the winter, and everytime 
we talked, the deal seemed to get better 
and better. I had originally thought 
that I would just be getting some help, 
I had no idea that I was gonna be on 
the team!" 

It wasn't until four days before the 
1989 season-opening Daytona Short 
Track that Atherton actually signed a 
contract with the factory. 

“Tt really didn't sink in until I was 
there (Daytona)," said Atherton. “It 
wasn't until I looked around and 
thought, ‘Wow, my leathers are the 
same as Parker’s!’ ” 

Although one would expect an 18- 
year-old rider to be a bit intimidated 
being on the same team as the legend- 
ary Jay Springsteen, Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker, and 600cc 
National Champion Chris Carr, 
Atherton was quite comfortable with 
the idea. 

“Scotty and Springer live pretty 
close to me, and I'd been racing with 
Chris for years," said Atherton. “So it 
was like I had grown up with them. 
I was already good friends with all of 
them." 

Steve Storz, of Storz Performance 
fame, was originally assigned as 
Atherton's mechanic, but business 
commitments kept Storz from travel- 
ling to the races. Instead, Storz would 
build the motors and ship them to 
Atherton. 

“It wasn't working out too well, and 
the factory and Steve mutually decided 
that it wasn't going to work," said 
Atherton. “So they replaced him with 
Phil Darcy. He was an ex-racer, and 
knew a lot.” 

Atherton and Darcy finished out the 
'89 season together with limited 
success, posting only one top five 
finish, at the Albuquerque Mile. 

"Harley wanted me to use that first 
season to learn," said Atherton. “They 
saw no sense in giving me a real fast 
bike before I even knew how to ride a 
750, instead they wanted me to learn how 
to go fast on a bike that was not as fast.” 





For his second season on the factory 
team, Atherton was paired up with 


veteran mechanic Al Stangler, who ' 


had tuned for team riders Corky 
Keener, Scott Parker and Jay Spring- 
steen in the past, and the two have 
been inseparable ever since. 

"I can't say Al’s like a father, but 
I guess he's more like a brother, or 
my best friend," said Atherton with 
a smile. “І probably goof around and 
do more kid stuff with him than I 
do with my little cousins. Sometimes 
I think he's 15 years old, but on the 
other hand, he's so smart, it's unreal! 
He knows everything about every 

` part on that bike." 

Stangler has undoubtedly played a 
key role in Atherton's success thus 
far, both mechanically, and mentally. 

"I think Al's the best tuner out 
there, I've never had a mechanical 
failure, only one electrical failure, 
but that wasn't his fault," Atherton 
said. “He keeps me in the right state 


of mind at the track. I can be having 
the worst day, and I know he's having 
troubles too, but he always seems to 
be able to make me smile. I'd be lost 
without him." 

Among his teammates, Atherton 
considers Parker to be his closest 
friend. 

“Chris and I get along really well,” 


said Atherton. “But he lives all the _ 


way out in California, whereas Scotty 
lives only a few hours away. Scotty 
and 1 do a lot of stuff together, we're 
like brothers. . . I even have my own 
bedroom at his house!” 

“Jay (Springsteen) is also a real 
good guy, real happy-go-lucky,” 
Atherton added. “But if you try to 
talk racing with him, you'll be 
talking to yourself. On the other 
hand, if you wanna talk about a 
woodchuck that you shot in your 
backyard, or something like that, the 
guy will talk your ear off!” 

Besides Parker and Springsteen, 
'Team Honda motocrosser Jeff Stan- 
ton is also listed among Atherton's 
Michigan friends, and neighbors. 


"I remember Jeff coming into our . 


shop a long time ago to buy parts," 
said Atherton. “But we didn't really 
meet until the Daytona Supercross in 
1990. Since then, we’ve been doing a 
lot of things together, mostly riding." 

Among the toys that fill his garage, 
Atherton has two Honda motocrossers 
that he practices on nearly every free 
day of the week. 

“I ride at Stanton's a lot, and he 
teaches me little things here and 
there," said Atherton, who has yet to 
compete in a motocross гасе. “We keep 
planning on going to a local race 
together, but every time I have a free 
weekend, he's gone, and vice-versa.” 

“T tried to race a motocross a while 
back, but I got there, unloaded, and 
got dressed, and they wouldn’t let me 
sign up because I wasn’t 18,” said 
Atherton. “I showed them my profes- 
sional dirt track license, but they said 
that didn’t mean a thing there." 

When asked what class he would

compete in when he finally does enter 
a motocross race, Atherton smiled, and 
said, “Тһе fast class." 

"Riding my motocrosser is about the 
only training I do," explained Ather- 
ton. "Stanton gets up at six in the 
morning, goes running, meets me at 
11:00 to go riding, then goes and lifts 
weights and runs again after we're 
done. What a nut! I can't get into 
running and lifting, you can't go fast! 
I ride a mountain bike quite a bit; the 
uphills suck, but I have a blast coming 
down 'em." 

Although he has yet to race his CR, 
Atherton has dabbled in various other 
forms of motorcycle competition, 
including cross country and road 
racing, which he has his eyes set on 
as a future goal. 

"I raced an ATK 604 at the '89 
Barstow-to-Vegas," he-said. “That was 
a blast, but I kept crashing and 
breaking the thing. I think I finished 
31st, but for the first few hours I ran 
in the top four. 

"In '88, Ron Wood built a 600cc- 
single, and I raced it at Willow Springs 
after going to Keith Code's Superbike 
School," Atherton said. “Keith pulled 
some strings so that I could race in 
every class, without being scored. I 
won a couple of the races, and did well 
in all of the others.” 

In 1989, Atherton competed at 
Daytona aboard one of Kenny Roberts' 
Yamaha 250cc two-strokes, and fin- 
ished a respectable 20th. A few weeks 
later, Atherton posted another 20th 
place finish at Road Atlanta, but 
decided that the two-strokes were not 
for him. 

"It was too different going from a 
750cc four-stroke, to a 250cc two- 
stroke," said Atherton. 

For now, Atherton is content to zip 
around. town on a Ducati 851, yet 
another fast toy that sits in his garage. 

"If I have to go somewhere that's 
20 miles away, by the time I get there 
my odometer will probably have 45 
miles on it," he says, with a gleam in 
his eye. “TIl hit every turn and high- 
speed corner on the way there, that's 
just me. I can't stand going slow, if 
I've got an hour to make it somewhere, 
it'll only take me half an hour." 

Along with the racy 851 that he 


affectionately refers to as “the Duck,” 
Atherton can be seen motoring around 
town on a FXR Sport Edition Harley- 
Davidson, that was presented to him 
by the factory. 

"Sometimes I like to get all dressed 
up, boots, chaps, leather jacket and all, 
and cruise down to the local biker bar," 
said Atherton. “The stereotypes about 
those guys are all wrong, some of them 
can be the best guys to hang out with.” 

When asked if he wore a helmet 
while cruising the Harley, Atherton 
was taken back, as if offended. “Of 
course,” he blurted, but added that the 
only helmets he has to wear are his 
Harley team helmets. 

“T guess that must look kinda funny, 
huh?" he said. “Leathers, boots, and 
a fluorescent orange-and-black helmet 
with number 23 painted on it. Man, 
I need to get a hold of a black one, 
don't 12” 

While Atherton would like to some- 
day trade in the number 23 on his 
helmet for a lone number one, his 
immediate goal is to post his first 
National win before this season comes 
to an end. Although he has been 
painfully close on a number of occa- 
sions, Atherton has yet to stand on the 
high step of the podium. 

"If I could win a National this 
season, I'd be happier than a pig in 
shit," laughed Atherton. “It kills me 
when you work your butt off for 25 
laps, and then get out-foxed by the 
veteran at the end." 

“A lot of people tell me, ‘Hey, you've 
got a lot of years left.” But I tell them, 
‘Hey, I wanna do it this year!’ " 

At the spring running of the Sacra- 
mento Mile, Atherton broke away from 
the pack and looked to be a sure 
winner, but slowed and dropped to 
fifth with a badly blistered rear tire. 

“Т really should have won Sacra- 
mento," said Atherton with a shrug 
of his shoulders. “People always say 
that you can't break away like that so 
early on, but when you're there, it's 
a whole different story. But I guess you 
have to learn the hard way, and I had 
to see for myself. I learn something at 
every race, and I feel that my first win 
is just around the corner.” 

'There's no need to ask what the 
highlight of Atherton's young career 
is. At the May Springfield Mile, 
Atherton out-dashed five other riders 
in the $17,500 Camel Challenge, and 
scored the $10,000 first prize. 

“I can't describe what it felt like to 
win that first Challenge. I couldn't 
stop smiling," said Atherton. 

Atherton repeated that win four 
months later, when the Camel Pro 
series returned to the Illinois State 
Fairgrounds. After setting the day's 
second fastest qualifying time, Ather- 
ton, once again, outran the five other 
competitors in the Springfield Camel 
Challenge to score another $10,000 first 
prize. 

"It was great to win again at the 
same track, but it just wasn't the same 
as the first win," Atherton said. '"This 
time, I knew I could do it, so it came 
a lot easier. Now, if I could just win 
that first National and break the ice, 
I know more would follow.” 

With only two months left in the 
race season, Atherton has three more 
chances to meet his goal of a National 
win in 1991. Things look bright 
however, as the three races include the 
San Jose Mile, where he finished fifth 
earlier in the year, the Pomona Half 
Mile, at which he trailed only Parker 
across the finish line, and the season- 
ending Sacramento Mile, the race that 
he came so close to winning earlier in 
the year. 

And what is Atherton's strategy for 
that race? "You can bet I won't be

There 
are a total of 13 different models 
available in five basic types: motocross 
(SX models), enduro/cross country (E/ 
XC), desert/cross country (D/XC), trail/ 
cross country (T/XC) and four-stroke 
(LC4). 

In what many will feel is a copycat 
move, all '92 KTMs come adorned with 
new “Speed Splatter” graphics in a mint 
and pepper color design. Like it or love 
it, the new wave paint themes are nearly 
impossible to escape in the off-road 
motorcycle marketplace. 

Beneath the paint, an assortment of 
new technical features can be found 
throughout the lineup. New White 
Power suspension units are featured at 
the front and rear of every model in the 
form of an all-new Dual Taper 4057 
fork, featuring rebuildable anti- 
cavitation sealed cartridges, new valving 
and low-friction bushings, held in place 
by stronger yet lighter triple clamps, and 
a White Power shock that also has low- 
friction bushings, new piston material 
and revised valving. 

Each model also has new disc brake 
rotors front and rear, designed to give 
longer brake pad life, and the front disc 
is clamped by a two-piston Brembo 
caliper. All models also come fitted with 
wider footpegs, new-style Magura con- 
trol levers, higher-rise handlebars with 
a new clamping system, new seat shape 
and material, and quieter exhaust/ 
silencer systems. 

Each of the 125cc models features a 
longer swingarm with improved sus- 
pension linkage system, a new exhaust 
pipe, an easy-access clutch which has 
improved sintered plates and a newly- 
designed actuating system, and a new 
shifting quadrant designed to improve 
shifting. 

The 250 and 300cc SX models now 
have die-cast engine cases, while all 250/ 
300cc models come with redesigned 
exhaust power valves, stronger cylinder 
head, new piston shape with improved 
rings, improved porting, larger-capacity 
radiators and a new kickstart lever bend.

models come equipped with 82 decibel- : 


EPA off-highway approved silencer/ 
spark arrestors and are enduro-ready 
with a stock odometer. 

At the top end of KT'M's displacement 
scale, the 500 and 550cc two-strokes get 
the same swingarm/rear suspension 
linkage improvements as the 125, and 
larger radiators are similar to the 250/ 
300cc models. New gas tanks with 
increased fuel capacity are fitted to the 
big-bores, and they now breathe through 
Keihin carburetors. To improve shifting 
and reduce weight, a new aluminum 
shift drum mounted in needle bearings 
has been fitted to the transmission. 

Specific changes to the four-stroke 
LC4 haven't been finalized, but it's likely 
that the thumper will get the same White 
Power suspension improvements as the 
two-stroke models as well as an increase 
in engine displacement over the '91 
model's 552.6cc. 

The new KTMs are expected to be 
released to dealers in the middle of 
September, beginning with the 250/

new models to their 1992 lineup 

of American-built motorcycles. 
The FXDB Daytona, and FXDC Dyna 
Glide Custom, highlight next year’s 
crop of new Harleys, while the rest 
of the 20-bike lineup has undergone 
only minor changes. 

The Baytona model is named in 
commemoration of this year’s 50th 
celebration of Daytona Bike Week, 
which took place in March in Day- 
tona Beach, Florida. The. Daytona 
model is a limited edition motorcycle, 
as only 1700 will be produced. The 
Daytona, features Harley-Davidson's 
Dyna Glide chassis and internal steel 
frame that integrates a two-point, 
rubber engine-isolation mounting 
system. Special “50th” graphics 
highlight the tank, and "Daytona" 
insignias are featured on the air 
cleaner insert, the sissy bar plate and 
on the seat. A serialized nameplate 
identifies the motorcycle, and gold 
trim cast wheels and rear sprocket add 
to the looks of the Daytona model. 
The Daytona Limited Edition will 
cost $12,120. 

Harley’s other new model, the Dyna 
Glide Custom, is styled in a monoch- 
romatic silver and chrome package 


H arley-Davidson has added two 





that is highlighted by a silver-powder 
painted frame. Like the Daytona 
model, the Dyna Glide Custom fea- 
tures specially chromed handlebar 
clamp and risers, electrical cover, coil 
cover, headlight shell, and belt and 
battery guards. The Dyna Glide 
Custom carries a price tag of $11,599. 

The rest of the 1992 lineup feature 
new brake and disc material for 
improved feel, continuously vented 
fuel tanks for smoother fuel delivery, 
and new powder-coat paint jobs. 

The 16 1340cc models have a recal- 
ibrated 40mm carburetor, steel oil 
lines, relocated pump mounting 
holes, and a new pump cover.

With one of the warmest and longest 
late-summer heat waves in memory 
hitting the area, nearby beaches sum- 
moned many of the potential spectators, 
especially with a rather steep admission 
price. 

Two of the top riders, Schmit and 
Bieffe Suzuki teammate Stefan Everts 
were knocked out early on Saturday. 
Schmit tangled with a pair of riders at 
the start of his heat, and later withdrew 
for the evening with a bad bruise to 
his side. 

Everts also crashed in a heat and a 
severe headache hampered him in the 
final. 

Strijbos led much of Saturday's final 
and only briefly lost the lead to Pen- 
nsylvania's Jones. After a titanic strug- 
gle for many laps with the advancing 
Evertsen and Van den Berk, Jones faded 
back to a fifth-place finish. Strijbos 
scored the win ahead of Evertsen, Van 
den Berk and Pekka Vehkonen. 

Van den Berk led all the way to the 
finish in Sunday's final, which paid 
points towards the Rodil Champion- 
ship. Evertsen moved in on Van den 
Berk's tail at half distance, but a mistake 
dropped him and he had to settle for 
second. Strijbos took advantage of a 
crash two laps from the end which 
claimed Everts, Jones and Schmit to 
move in and pass Pedro Tragter for

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, AUG, 18 

Christian Gardner returned to his home town 
of Salt Lake City to dominate both races of 
the inau; Utah Grand Prix. Gardner led 
the 35-bike field for every lap except one 
during the two 12-lap races.

On the restart, eventual second-place 
finisher Shane Turpin led before giving way 
to Gardner, who held on for the win, Tony 
Johnson, riding a Honda of Bountiful-backed 
Honda CBR600 F2 finished third ahead of 
Richard Purcell’s Suzuki GSXR750. 

The second leg saw Gardner switch to a 
slick rear tire, but he didn’t have time to 
replace the grooved front tire. The grooved 
front didn’t seem to affect him, however, as 
he led from flag to flag. Turpin pushed his 
Yamaha FZR1 in an ‘chon to match 
Gardner's fast one-minute, three-second 1а 
ae and he crashed in turn two on the 11 
lap. 

E the final corner on the last lap, FZR1000- 
mounted Tyler Brinkman made the pass of 
his life, squeaking by the Suzuki GSXR750 
S Kit Farley to take second in the Unlimited 
class. 

The top finishers in each of the three classes 
split up almost $2500 in prize money provided 
by the USBA.

Seeley shot to the front at the start of the 
second moto with Bowers and Nelson in tow.

Nelson was quick to displace Bowers 
and set sail for Seeley, who enjoyed a 
marginal lead. 

Battista was on fire and began to rip 
through the pack, emerging in fourth by the 
halfway mark. Battista first bounced Bowers 
out of third, then cut under Nelson in a turn 
to assume second. Battista breathed fire down 
the jersey of leader Seeley and forced him 
to falter. Battista made the pass and pulled 
away for the second moto victory and his 
first-ever overall win at Perris in the 125cc 
Novice class.

Graves in the groove at Willow 
Springs Road Race

ROSAMOND, CA, AUG. 16-18 

Chuck Graves demonstrated why he is the 
Miller High-Life Formula One Champion by 
easily winning that event at the eighth round 
of American Road Racing Association com- 
petition at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. 

Graves wasted no time in taking the lead 
on his Michelin-shod Suzuki GSXR1100 and 
didn't look back. Nick Ienatsch grabbed 
second on his Del Amo Yamaha-sponsored 
TZ250 and held off the big-bore bikes of 
Robert Miller and Bruce Tebo for several laps 
before Tebo began to challenge for second at 
the start of lap three. 

A familiar pattern developed in which 
Tebo, on his Dunlop-shod Suzuki GSXR1100, 
would pass Ienatsch on the front straight, but 
{would be out-manuevered by the TZ250 rider 
in the first few turns. This kept up for several 
laps until Ienatsch took over second place and 
Tebo was unable to successfully repass him. 
The remainder of the race saw the top three 
spots remain unchanged as Graves took the 
win followed by Ienatsch and Tebo. 

In the Formula Two event, Ienatsch 
grabbed the early lead and rapidly opened up 
a gap between himself and a fierce battle for 
second between Andy Milton, Michael Graves 
and Kent Kunitsugu. Riding side-by-side 
down the front straight to complete the first 
lap, it was Kunitsugu, riding his Long Beach 
Yamaha-sponsored 12250, who came out in 
front going into turn one. Milton moved into 
third with Graves fourth. 

Although Ienatsch and Kunitsugu have 
participated in some impressive racing duels 
in the past, it didn't happen in this race as 
Kunitsugu, despite closing the gap on 
Ienatsch, wasn't able to mount a serious 
challenge for the lead. Milton and Graves 
traded the third place pue several times during 
the race and were side-by-side approaching 
the checkered flag. Graves held on, however, 
and finished third behind Ienatsch and 
Kunitsugu. 

Graves won another race in the 750cc Stock 
Production class and seemed headed for a third 
win during the Open Modified Production 
event. However, a blown steering damper put 
him in second place behind Brad Hazen.

Speedway National Champion Mike Faria 
survived a restart to post another Scratch main 
event victory at the San Bernardino County 
Fairgrounds. Also taking home a win was 
Colorado transplant Pat Litt, who won his 
first-ever California Handicap main. 

Russell Racing-sponsored Faria was given 
two chances to win the Scratch main. The 
first chance found Faria mistiming the gate 
and getting beat off the start by Gary Hicks 
and Bobby Schwartz. But both Hicks and 
Schwartz went down in the first turn, brining 
out the red flag. There were no injuries and 
a full restart was staged. 

The second time around Faria was ready 
and gained the advantage as the group of 
finalists hit the first turn. Schwartz was close 
behind Faria but was having trouble making 
up any ground on the National Champion. 
Larsen and Hicks were side by side just a 
couple of yards off Schwartz's shoulder, 
driving hard into the turns but failing to find 
enough traction to do much damage. On the 
final lap Hicks was able to sneak past Larsen 
to take over third place, while the win was 
tucked neatly into Faria's pocket with 
Schwartz bringing in the second place money. 

Jim Estes led the charge to the first turn 
as the starting gate was activated, out-gating 
Rick Webb.and Litt. Estes was unable to keep 
his rear tire on the blue groove as he exited 
turn two, drifted wide and was passed on the 
inside by Litt. Estes was quick to recover and 
managed to pull his bike back down onto the 
inside groove before Doug Bowers could pull 
ahead. Meanwhile, Andy Northrup was right 
behind Bowers and Estes, doggedly searching 
for a path past the low-yardage riders. With 
Estes and Bowers clogging up the track, Litt 
was free to unobstructedly build up a modest 
lead. 

Midway through lap five, Webb laid his 
bike down into what was left of the outside 
cushion. Northrup took over third place on 
lap six as Bowers’ bike quit and he rolled to 
the infield. Larsen moved up a notch but 
couldn't budge Northrup on the final two 
revolutions and had to settle for fourth place. 
Litt finished the event comfortably ahead of 
Estes, who despite his early mistake rode a 
good race to grab second place honors. Third 
place remained the property of Northrup.
